MARVEL 
V ISITED 
BY 
PARTY OF EXPLORERS. 


^Situated In Siskiyou Reservation and 
Promises to Be Largest in the 
World— No Less Than Twenty 
Miles of Chambers. 


Portland, Ore.—In southern Oregon, 
hugging the California line, near the 
fatuous old mining camp of Kerby, is 
a cave that promises on further ex­ 
ploration to be the greatest 
in 
the 
world. 
It !b In the Siskiyou reserva­ 
tion, 76 miles from Crater lake, and 
eight miles from Briggs' mines, on 
Sucker creek. 
This wonder of marble and crystal 
beauty has Just 
been 
explored 
to 
greater depths by a party composed 
of Joaquin Miller, C. ll. Watson and 
Jefferson Myers. 
Mr. Myers returns 
to Portland enthusiastic with what he 
had seen. 
"It is truly wonderful, that place Is," 
he said. 
"We went over all that I" 
now known 
of i t 
Joaquin 
Miller 
named it ‘The Marble Halls of Ore­ 
gon.* 
"We went 
from Kerbyville 
under 
the guidance of the two men who have 
spent 20 
years in and 
around 
the 
^splendid place—John Kincaid, of Wil­ 
liams, Ore., and Frank M. Nickerson, 
Of Kerby. We left Portland August I, 
and have just got back. 
“From Kerby we went to the mouth 
of Cave creek, then up that stream 
over a good foot trail seven miles to 
the mouth of the ‘Halls.’ 
Here the 
River Styx comes right out of 
the 
mountains and tumbles over a fall of 
*0 feet. 
This is the lower entrance. 
It hi about as large as an ordinary 
door In the face of a marble cliff, 300 
feet high and 600 feet long and clear 
white, a beautiful sight in itself. This 
entrance was found 
in 1874 
by 
a 
hunter named Elijah Davidson, 
who 
trailed a white-faced 
deer 
into the 
place. Three years later, in 1877, Dav­ 
idson. Nickerson, one of our guides, 
and John M. Chapman made the first 
exploration. 
They 
went over 
the 
same route within the cave that we 
did this trip. 
"The first owners were Homer and 
Erneet 
Harkness, 
brothers, 
who 
squatted there in 1880 and spent over 
$1,000 trying to open 
up the place. 
They made trails and all 
that, but 
gave it up, for there were not people 
enough to come to see to make It 


pay. F. M. Nickerson and A. J. Hen­ 
derson next took up the property in 
1887. 
After them came Caph A. B. 
SniHb, who spent about $3,000. 
Our 
party went in Augurt IO. Just 
past, 
and through the efforts of M. J. An­ 
derson, chief of forestry for southern 
Oregon, the government withdrew It 
from private entry and will make it a 
national monument. 
"The halls are, so far as we know 
now, on four levels or floors. 
From 
the lowest to the highest is about 600 
feet. 
These levels, as in a mine, are 
connected here and there. 
Above the 
lower entrance Is another and small­ 
er one about 300 feet up the moun­ 
tain. 
"The hills cover perhaps a town­ 
ship, and contain 
not less 
than 20 
miles of chambers, halls and rooms, 
many of which have not yet been 
opened up. The interior la composed 
of solid marble, white as snow and 
solid stalacites, some of them over 
a foot through and 50 feet long, clear 
as diamonds. 
The color effects can­ 
not be expressed.” 


COST OF PANAMA CANAL. 


Report Shows $43,285,110 Spent Since 
Purchase of Right of Way. 


Washington.—Up to July I of this 
year the Panama canal has cost the 
United States $98,285,110, according 
to advance sheets of the annual report 
of the isthmian canal commission. Of 
this amount $40,000,000 was paid to 
the French Canal company in relin­ 
quishment of its rights and property 
there, and $10,000,000 was paid to 
Panama for the right of way. 
Of $79,605,568 
appropriated 
since 
$50,000,000 was paid to Panama and 
the French company, $48,285,110 has 
been expended, leaving a balance of 
$31,323,458, available July I. 
Of the 
$48,285,110 expended $39,452,499 went 
for construction and enginering work, 
$2,318,277 on account of the expenses 
of the civil government, $5,550,208 on 
account of sanitation, and $954,126 for 
miscellaneous purposes. 
The new borings which have been 
made over the entire area of the lock 
site at Gatun show that the locks will 
rest for their entire length on rock. 
All doubt on that point has been re­ 
moved. 
8. E. Blackburn, of Kentucky, has 
been appointed a district judge in the 
canal zone by the commission. 


Washington.-—Lait July 
the start­ 
ling discovery was made by the offi­ 
cers of the revenue cutter MoCulloch 
that an island 
had 
appeared 
over 
night in Bering sea, coughed up bf a 
volcano In the vicinity of Unalaska. 
Steam was Issuing from every poro 
and fissure, and showers of lava dust 
sifted down upon the head of the offi­ 
cers of the revenue cutter, who sought 
to go ashore to raise 
the 
American 
flag above the volcanic visitor, 
Two 
efforts were made to land, one In July 
and the other In August, but the cool­ 
ing process was slow and the baffled 
officers 
decided to 
retire 
for 
two 
months. 
Meanwhile they speculated 
on tho possibility of additions to Uncle 
Sam's island possessions. 
Possibly 
the volcano might cough again. 
It was October 15 when the McCul- 
loch visited the scene again, and the 
remarkable transformation that had 
oceurrt d in the eight wf eks is best 
described In the words of Lieut. B. H. 
Camden, whose report has reached the 
treasury department, 
In this document he says: 
"Over the land there was 
no 
evi­ 
dence of the cloud that had hitherto 
been visible for such a great distance, 
and it was evident that there was but 
little steam escaping from Perry and 
McCulioch peaks, from which dense 
volumes escaped at the time of the 
visit of this vessel In August. 
"McCulioch peak, 395 feet high, with 
a base 1,700 by 2,000 feet, had entirely 
disappeared, leaving the half of Perry 
peak, with 
its 
perpendicular 
wall, 
standing in grim silence as a 
head­ 
stone at the grave of 
the 
departed 
peak. 
"However, a nearer view disclosed 
the fact that McCulioch peak had not 
died without a 
struggle 
or without 
leaving some evidence of its short ex­ 
istence, for astonishing changes had 
occurred in the profiles of the peaks, 
the rugged outlines of each of which 
had been softened to a general sym­ 
metry by a padding of lava dust that 
almost disguised them beyond recog­ 
nition, while the sand spit connecting 
the peaks had attained a height vary­ 
ing from 20 to IOO feet, as shown by 
the contour lines in the sketch. 
‘incalculable tons of material, hun­ 
dreds of feet in depth, had been de­ 
posited over the entire island. 
Fire 
island and Perry peak now towered 
into the air with a gentle incline ris­ 
ing from the beach several hundred 
yards distant to their summits. 
“At intervals a mass of lava dust 
would be Jarred or blown from its bed 
high up among the rocks and come 
tearing down the cliffs to the beach, 
raising a cloud of dust with it that 
la almost identical in appearance with 
tne vapor rising nearby, and leaving 
its starting point bare and white in 
contrast with the color of the undis­ 
turbed dust covering the adjacent 
rocks.” 
The officers decided 
not to 
land. 
But they Bailed around the Island and 
noticed that while there had been a 
disappearance of the peaks and trans­ 
formation in topography, the 
island 
had actually widened. 
A deep bay more than half a mile in 
diameter had appeared since the last 
visit, and on one side of it a precipi­ 
tous wall IOO feet high appeared. From 
the surface of the bay a dense cloud 
of steam and smoke ardfee. 
A thick 
deposit of sulphur was ou the beach, 
and its fumes could be detected by the 
officers two miles away. The officers 
took final leave of their discovery, for 
they realized that It might disappear 
entirely before their next visit 


Washington.—The first of the new 
coins designed by the late Augustus 
Saint Gaudens under the general di­ 
rection of 
President 
Roosevelt has 
reached the treasury department from 
the United States mint In Philadel 
phla. It Is the $10 gold piece, or half 
eagle, and for the first 
time 
since 
1873 the words “In God We Trust” are 
omitted from the coin, 
It Is under­ 
stood that these words will be omit­ 
ted from the coins of all the other de­ 
nominations, according to the designs 
approved by President Roosevelt. 
It could not be learned at the treas­ 
ury department who was responsible 
for the omission of the words “In God 
We Trust,” but the department offi­ 
cers have had nothing to do with the 
change in the coin designs except to 
carry out the orders of the president. 
The Secular League of the District 
of Columbia and other organizations 
of the same kind have been making an 
intermittent 
campaign 
for 
years 
against the use of the name of the 
Deity In Thanksgiving proclamations 
and various 
official 
documents, and 
especially against the use of the motto 
‘in God We Trust” on the coins of 
the nation. 
All the old coins above 
the dime bear this motto. 
The new gold coin issued from the 
mint bears on one side a spread eagle 
holding a number of arrows In its tal­ 
ons and on the other side the head 
of an Indian in full war dress. 


GIRL W ANTS JOB SW ITCHING. 


Young Woman Astonishes Southern 
Pacific by Request for Place. 


Swiss Woman as Jailer. 


Husky Widow Succeedo Husband and 
Makes Prison a Model. 


Geneva.—Switzerland boasts a wom­ 
an Jailer. 
Her name is Mme. Jenny 
Porchet, 53 years old. She is the gov­ 
ernor and chief warder of the prison 
of Algle, in the Rhone valley. 
Mme. 
Porchet married the 
chief 
warder of the prison 30 years ago. At 
his death 13 years later the town au­ 
thorities requested her to carry on her 
husband’s work. 
Mme. Porchet, who is a strongly- 
built woman, is a strict disciplinarian, 
bat with a kindly heart. By her force 
of character she soon converted the 
Algle prison into a model of its kind. 
All the year round the Algic prison 
contains from 12 to 20 male prisoners, 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
varying from three months to three 
years. 
Although the woman has no 
man—or woman-—to aid her she never 
had any trouble with the prisoners, 
Except on one occasion many years 
ago, when a burly ruffian attacked her. 
Mme. Porchet dealt him such a lesson 
In good behavior that he was confined 
In a hospital for several weeks. 


She has nine children, 
seven 
of 
whom are out in the world. 
Two of 
her youngest daughters aid her in 
conking the prisoners’ food. 
Mme. Porchet opens the cells every 
day, sets each prisoner his task, over­ 
looks their exercises, 
serves 
them 
their meals and in the evening locks 
them up In their cells. 
She also takes a great and kindly 
interest in her "guests,” as she calls 
them, and has set many a prisoner, 
by her advice and kindliness, on the 
straight path again.

IMBEDDED IN TREE 183 YEAR8. 


Mountain Sheep’s Horn Taken from a 
Giant Oregon Trunks 


FATHER AND SON STUDY 


Rome.—Reports from recruiting of­ 
ficers of the army draw attention to 
the decline in phylscal development 
and strength of the Italian youth. 
Thirty per cent of the younc men 
of 20 years of age are rejected as un­ 
able to withstand the fatigues conse­ 
quent on military service, which are 
no greater than those daily undergone 
by active civilians. 
It is said that the cause, whereon 
nearly all authorities are agreed, Is 
the steady drain of the sinews and 
muscles of the 
population, agricul­ 
tural and urban, by the emigration of 
millions of the most robust youths of 
both sexes in the last decade, leaving 
the propagation of the race to the 
weaklings left behind. 
This cause is 
not temporary, as, year by year, the 
outflow, especially from rural districts, 
is on the increase. 


Redding, Cal —A sheep’s horn that 
was imbedded in a tree 183 years ago 
is the curiosity that John Elder, a 
forest ranger, living at Paisley, Ore., 
has delivered to his superior, Super­ 
visor 
Ingram, at Lakeview. 
While 
rambling In the woods in 1888, Elder 
came across a yellow pine tree, In the 
base of w-hich was imbedded the horn 
of a mountain sheep. He did not then 
have time to make a thorough inves­ 
tigation, but sfcice becoming 
forest 
ranger he had occasion to go to the 
vicinity and he cut the tree down. He 
took a section of the trunk containing 
the horn to Lakeview. 
The horn was a little to one side of 
the center of the tree and ran in a 
circular direction. It was not curled, 
as are the horns of mountain sheep 
at this day, but was almost straight. 
Counting the rings of growth, the tree 
was shown to be 213 years old. Out 
side the horn had 183 rings, indicat­ 
ing the number of years that had 
elapsed since the mountain sheep was 
caught and held fast by the yellow 
pine. The horn was soaked with pitch 
It is ten Inches in diameter at the 
base and protruded 
from 
the 
tree 
about six inches. The length of the 
horn is thirty inches.
